1. Approve the minutes of the September 27, 2012 Board meeting of the Austin Housing 

Finance Corporation. 
  The minutes for the Austin Housing Finance Corporation meeting of September 27, 2012 

were approved on Board Member Martinez’ motion, President Leffingwell’s second on a 7-

2. Authorize negotiation and execution of a contract with BAILEY ELLIOTT 

CONSTRUCTION, INC. to construct 24 units of affordable multi-family rental housing 
at 3101 East 12th Street, in the amount of $2,609,548, plus a $260,955 contingency, for a 
total contract amount not to exceed $2,870,503. 

 The motion authorizing the negotiation and execution of a contract with Bailey Elliott 
Construction, Inc. was approved on Board Member Martinez’ motion, Board Member 
Morrison’s second on a 6-0 vote.  Vice President Cole was off the dais.
